Cleveland, Ohio, April 24.—Threats’ 


that several hundred striking Cleve- 
land switchmen would be arrested 
unless they returned to work this 
morning, made yesterday by John 
Sawken, department of justice rep- 
resentative here, were declared to 
be “entirely improper” and without 
authorization, in a telegram sent 
from Washington today to Assist- 


ant Attorney General Ames to Dis- 


trict Attorney Ed 8S. Wertz, accord- 
ing to Washington dispatches. 

‘Mr. Wertz, over long-distance 
telephone from his home at Woos- 
ter, Ohio, said he had not recetved 
the Washington telegram. He re- 
fused to comment on the assistant 
attorney general’s reported crit- 
icism. 

A. I. Faukner, local representa- 
tive of Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
today intervened in the strike situ- 
ation by calling into conference the 
aders of the strike. 

Mr. Faulkner said he had received 
orders from Washington to get 
their side of the strike situation 
and report. 

Following the eonference Mr. 
Faulkner declared that federal au- 
thorities here had overstepped 
their authority in threatening ar- 
rest of strikers, 

. He said he would appeal to Dis- 


/trict Attorney Wertz to prevail on 
‘othe railroads to permit the strikers 


retain their seniority rights

Mr, Faulkner had  0»previously 
withdrawn from all connection with 
the strike on the ground that he 
had not been givéh power to.settle 
the strike. His withdrawal had fol- 
lowed the declaration of the rail- 
road brotherhood that they would 
not tolerate any recognition of the 
strikers. ‘ 

No Warrants Issued. 

His return to the case today fol- 
lowed the strikers’ defiance of the 
ultimatum from local federal offi- 
cials that i¢ they did not return to 
work by this morning the leaders 
and the rank and file of the strik- 
ers would be arrested. 

District Attorney Wertz said 
federal officials today had not de- 
cided what course of action to fol- 
low. It was said at the federal 
building that the threatened ar- 
rests would not be made, “at least 
for the present,” and at “a rea- 
sonable time would be allowed in 
which the men could decide wheth- 
er they would return to work.” No 
warrants were issued for service 


he strikers themselves showed 
concern over what they termed 
bluff. The men declared today 
ey would remain out until recog- 
ition of their wage demands were 
anted. 

“Tf we have violated a law, we are 
guilty whether we return to work 
or not,” said F. J. O'Rourke, presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Yardmen’s as- 
sociation. “If we have not violated 
a law, no threats can legally be 
made to force us to return to work.” 

There was no change in the gen- 
strike situation here today. A 
canvass of all roads in Cleveland 
showed that three strikers returned 
to work this morning. Rallroads re- 
port that the movement of freight 
is less than 50 per cent of normal. 

“Entirely Improper.” 

Washington, April 24-—Threats 
that striking railroad employees at 
Cleveland would be arrested unless 
they returned to work, made by 
John Sawken, department of justice 
fepresentative there, were declared 
to be “entirely Improper” and with- 
eut authorization, in a telezgam sent 
by Assistant Attoney Genearl Ames 
today to District Attorney Wertz at 
Cleveland. 

“Any threat by a representative 
of this department,” the telegram 
said, “is at all times entirely im- 
poper and particularly so at this 
time. 

“Those who: conspire with each 
other to obstruct transportation of 
necessities or tansportation of mail 
are guilty of a crime and are sub- 
ject to prosecution. The law, how- 
ever, does not compel an individual 
to work and a threat of prosecution 
of every individual who does not 
return to work is not justified eith- 
er by the law or your instructions. 
If the facts warrant it, you have the 
authority to institute prosecution 


for a crime, but under no circum- 
stances would the action reported by 
the morning papers be proper.

President Brum, of Uru- 
guay, Challenges Editor 
of El Pais and the Lat- 
ter Accepts. 


Montevideo, Uruguay, April 24.— 
Baltasar Brum, president of the re- 
public, has challenged Dr. Rod- 
riguez Larreta, director of the news- 
paper El Pais, to a duel, Dr. Lar- 
reta has accepted the ch Benge. 

The differences are the outgrowth 
of an article in El Pais attacking 
the president following an address 
on inter-American affairs. 

Jose Brum, the president’s brother, 
took up the criticism against the 
president and sent Dr. Larreta a 
challenge to a duel. Dr. Larreta, 
how@mer, refused the challenge, is- 
suin statement in which he said: 

“Dr. Brum is not maimed or aged, 
which Bre the sole circumstances 
by which the code of honor admits 
his being supplanted. To battle or 
not to battle depends solely upon 
him.” Thereupon, the _ president 
named his seconds and sent them 
to Dr. Larreta with challenge. Dr. 
Larreta, who is a deputy, accepted 
and named his seconds. 


\The duel between President Brum 
and Dr. Larreta will be the sec- 
ond meeting within a short time 
on the field of honor of men high 
in Uruguayan public life. On April 
2, Jose Batlley Ordonez, former 
president of the republic, shot and 
killed Washington Beltran, editor of 
El Pais, the newspaper of which Dr. 
Larreta is director, in a duel. This 
meeting also was the outcome of 
criticism printed in E) Pais. 

In 1918, while a candidate for 
the president of Uruguay, Dr. Brum 
headed a missioin which paid a 
courtesy visit to the United States. 
He was welcomed on his arrival in 
New York by the Mayor and was 
tendered the freedom of the city. 
While in New York Dr. Brum was 
entertained by numerous prominent 
persons.

- To show alleged profits in candy, 
he quoted from a circular sent out 
by a corporation that is selling 
stock. The circular said that choco- 
lates sold at 80 cents to $1 a pound 
and the cost of production was a 
little more than 22 cents. 

“There is plenty of sugar,” Mr. 
O’Malley ‘said, “but under a system 
of unregulated private control of 
the necessities of life, the public 
markets were stripped bare of 
sugar.” 

Mr. O’Malley today received a let- 
ter from Secretary Tumulty saying 
that he would bring tp the atten- 
tion of President Wilson imme- 
diately Mr. O’Malley’s request that a 
board be appointed to fiix the price 
of sugar and regulate the distribu- 
tion.

Albany, N. Y., April 24.—The as- 
sembly today adopted Senator Wal- 
ker’s bill which is intended to per- 
mit the sale and manufacture of 
beer containing not more than 2% 
per cent of alcohol. The vote was 
85 to 567. 

All the democratic members, with 
the exception of one, voted for the 
bill. 

Applause from a crowded cham- 


ber greeted: the speaker's an- 
nouncement that the bill had been 
passed. 


‘ The senate had previously passed 
the bill to legalize 2.75 per cent 
beer by a vote of 27 to 23. The 
bill was sent to the assembly for 
concurrence. The Anti-Saloon 
league’s enforcement bill, a meas- 
ure patterned after the Volstead 
federal prohibition enforcement act, 
failed of passage 21 to 29. A bill 
to legalize 4 per cent beer and 12 
per Ne wine failed of passage 23

The bill is intended to provide 
that the 2.75 beverage may be sold 
to be drunk only in restaurants;

President’s «Proposal . to 
ike Fiume Buffer State 
Accepted by Premier of 
Italy and Jugo-Slav For- 
eign Minister. 


San Remo, April 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Premier Nitti of 
Italy and Anton Trumbitch, the 
Jugo-Slav foreign minister, have ac- 
eepted President Wilson’s settle- 
ment of the Adriatic problem, mak- 
ing Fiume a buffer state with no 
contiguity of territory between 
Fiume and Italy. 

A plebiscite will decide whether 
the Island of Lagosta shall belong 
to Italy or Jugo-Slavia and wheth- 
er the Island of Cherso shall be- 
long to the new state of Fiume, to 
Italy or to Jugo-Slavia. The islands 
are valuable only for strategic na- 
val purposes/but agreement to give 
them to Italy would mean naval 
control of.the Adriatic. 

The terms of the settlement were 
sent forward.to Belgrade some days 
ago by courier, but as he met with 
a railway strike and other difficul- 
ties in his journey, the terms have 
been telegraphed. It is hoped a re- 
Ply will be received before the 
council adjourns from a new Jugo- 
Slav cabinet approving the terms. 
It is believed that whatever cabi- 
net is organized it will ratify the 
agreement of Signor Nitti and M.

New York, April 24.— Amalgama- 
tion of the overall clubs. of the 
country into a national organiza- 
tion to force down prices will be 


attempted by the promoters of New 
York’s Ol’ Clo’ .parade today, it 
was declared by Walter J. Kings- 
ley, of the Cheese club, one of the 
sponsors of the movement. 


Following the procession up 
Broadway of advocates of old 
clothes, blue denim and gingham, 


which was cheered by thousands 
along the line of march, Kingsley 
Stated that the next step in the 
campaign will be formation of a 
national army to wage effective 
war on high clothing prices by re- 
fusing to buy until quotations drep 
within “reasonable limita.” 

“The Cheese club,” he said, “is" 
willing to undertake the almalga- 
tion of the Overalls clubs of the 
country into a national organiza- 
tion to agree on what should be 


the ‘maximum price’ to pay for

Among those arraigned today before 
United States Commissioner Mason 
were John Grunau, president of the 
outlaw Chicago Yardmen’s associa- 
tion, and Harold Reading, head of 
the United Enginemen’s association. 
“The government has not arrested 
you men to force you to go back to 
work,” Commissioner Mason said to 
the defendants, but because you are 
charged with breaking a law. A 
man has a right to quit his work 
any time he feels like it. That is his 
constitutional right, and it is not 
the intention of the government to 
compel you to return to duty.” 
District Attorney Clyne warned 
the strike leaders that if they per- 
sisted in strike agitation the gov- 
ernment would adopt more drastic 
measures in dealing with them.

Agriculture .Helpless Victim. 

“Our greatest industry—agricul- 
ture, tied hand and foot—has been 
made the helpless victim of specu- 
lators and profiteers. 

“It. is wrong to assume because 
extravagance flaunts itself in our 
cities, that plenty exists in all the 
homes of thé land. People who 
have never known want or priva- 
tion are living today in ten in- 
stead of homes: thousands of men, 


‘women and children are compelied 


to do without necessary shoes and 
clothing, if not fuel, and certain 
articles of food. 

“The need of drastic action by 
governmental agencies in the en- 
forcement of the laws we now have 
has been increasingly evident for 
months. We already have laws 
against profiteering. If 
charged with enforcement of these 
laws will see that the profit hogs 
are ‘sent to jail prices will soon 
tumble.” 

Senator Lenroot, republican, Wis- 
consin, declared that if “a single 
millionaire were sent to Leaven- 
worth under the laws now on the 
books some of this profiteering 
would be stopped.” 

Attorney General Palmer, he 
said, “is setting a few mouse traps 
around the country when he ought 
to be setting bear traps. Not one 
thing is done to the big profiteers. 

By laws 
on the statute book, by additional 
legislation passed last winter the 
administration was empowered ful- 
ly to control the situation. The 
president refused to use that power 
and we have the situation the 
senator from Kansas has described.

“Are you prepared to prove that 
statement?* Hoover shouted, “The 
man who will say that Fraina was, 
or is, of will be an agent of the de- 
partment of justice, has uttererd a 
deliberate and malicious falsehood, 
and the man who makes such a 
statement is a liar.” 

Hoover warned Hale that if he did 
not substantiate the statement 
within ten days, the attorney gen- 
ogg would call upon him publicly to 

Oo 80. 


Denial by Palmer. 


Attorney General Palmer tonight 
denied the statement by Hale at to- 
day’s hearing that Louis C. Fraina, 
described as secretary of the com- 
munist party of America, was an 
agent of the department of justice, 
Fraina, he said, had never rendered 
any service to the department. 

Discussing the department’s activ- 
ities in connection with raids and 
deportation proceedings, the attor- 
ney general said: 

“Certain statements have recently 
appeared inthe public press to the 
effect that the department of jus- 
tice has had its agents actively 
identfied in the formation of the 
communist party and the communist 
labor party, and was, to a large 
extent, responsible for the agitation 
and unrest caused by these two or- 
ganizations through their propogan-- 
da. There is no foundation what- 
ever for this charge. Of course, the 
department of justice has used con- 
fidential informants ever since its 
bureau of investigation was estab- 
lished, but the yare undersstrict in- 
structions not to engage actively in 
any organization under their inves- 
tigation. There is no instance, in 
the administration of the depart- 
ment of justice where any confiden- 
tial informant has ever actively en- 
gaged in the councils of the com- 
munist party or the communist labor 
party. One of the specific instances 
charged tothe confidential inform- 
ants of the department of justice is 
to the effect that they were instru- 
mental in the holding of meetings of 
the communist party on January 2, 
1920. That was the regular meeting 
night of the communist party 
through the country, which held its 
meetings onthe first of each month, 


Holding Without Warrants. 


“Certain references have been 
made tothe holding of individuals 
without warrants in these deporta- 
tion proceedigs. In the large num- 
ber of simultaneous arrests made 
throughout the country there were 
naturally a few isolated cases in 
which individuals were held for 
whom no warrant was in hand. 
Sometimes this resulted from mis- 
taken identification and sometimes 
because of other circumstances not 
easily foreseen. They were negligt- 
ble in number and warrants were 
promptly requested for such persons 
when taken into custody by the de- 
partment of labor.” 


WARNING 1S GIVEN 
RAIL LABOR BOARD 


Washington, April 24.—Warning 
against further delay in settling 
the wage demands of the 2,000,000 


railroad workers of the country, 
Timothy Shea, vice president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, told the railroad labor 
board today the men “were fed up 
on promises, and dead, dog tired of 
delays.” 

Mr. Shea presented the demands 
of the firemen and hostlers for a 
basic living wage of $6.50 a day, 
with differentials. for skill, re- 
sponsibility, experience and the in- 
crease in the cost of living since 
the demands were first presonted 
last June. He told the board the 
lessons to be learned from. the 
steel, coal and raliroad strikes was 
that “men will not work when they 
cannot live decently on the wages 
they are paid. . 

Families Starving. 

When he had urged the striking 
railroad men in the eastern termin- 
als to return to work, Shea said 
their almost universal justification 
for striking was that they and 
their families were starving at 
work and they “might just as well 
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starve not working.” 

Citing the conclusion of the re- 
cent industrial conference that it 
was fundamental that “the basis 
wages of all employees should be 
adequate to maintain the employee 
and his family in reasonable com- 
fort and with adequate opportunity 
for the education of his children,” 
Mr. Shea said the railroad workers 


had been patient and they had been 
patriotic. 

“We were patriotic,” he said, 
“while the. thousands and tens of 
thousands of war millionaires were 
being created. We have been pa- 
tient while the profiteers have 
paused in their orgy of spending 
ill-gotten gains only long enough 
to sky-rocket prices still: higher 
and make a mockery of our gov- 
ernment’s promise that living costs 
would be reduced. 


Fed Up On Promises. 


“Gentlemen, the time has come 
when our people say they will no 
longer be patriotic only to be plun- 


‘|dered, nor patient only to be pau- 


perized. They have learned the bit- 
ter experience that their landlords 
are not ‘patriotic’. and that their 
grocérs are not ‘patient.’ They are 
fed up on promises, and they are 
dead, dog tired of delays.” 
Congress is to be petitioned to 
pass a resolution asking President 
Wilson to direct the railroad labor 
board to hear the complaints of the 
non-recognized railroad workers, 
N. J. Mitchell, of the Chicago En- 
ginemen’s association, announced 
today. He said letters were being 
prepared today placing their re- 
quest before senators and repre- 
sentatives from the various dis- 
tricts where the men have quit 
work.

OUR BOOK-FRIENDS. 

“My first reading of some of the 
great books,” said an eminent au- 
thor, “was as a country boy, lying 
en the floor before a wood fire, at 
night, as in the pictures we see of 
Lincoln in his cabin, at his books. 
And,” he added, “I acquired then 
that habit of reading, which is one 


; 


of the greatest rewards of my life.” 

Many of the boys who have read 
books in that fashion—by pine- 
knot fires, in far country places, 
where books were hard to come by, 
laid the foundation of an education 
which led to fame and fortune. 

Reading begets reading, and the 
love of it, which lasts a lifetime 
and brings rewards that nothing 
else can give. 


But with a world of good books 
in the public libraries of cities and 
the smaller towns, everywhere— 
with reading within easy reach of 
all, how little-of permanent value 
is read—how small a part of one’s 
time is given to cultivating “the 
reading habit!” 

“I had to. borrow books from 
friendly clerks in book shops,” says 
Franklin, in his Autobiography. 
“and read them overnight, so that 
they might be returned next morn- 
ing, before they were missed.” 

But even that necessarily super- 
ficjal reading helped make the man 
who laid the foundation stone of 
the first public library in this 
country. 

The Bible admittedly contains 
some of the greatest literature in 
the world, and the reading of other 


*books that give pleasure and in- 


struction for all time ought to be- 
come a habit with everyone—not 
reading merely to be able to say 
that one has read, but for the solid, 
enduring benefits it confers, and 
for the joy of it. 

For the joy of it is as certain as 
the habit becomes fixed. 

While making “dates” for pass- 
ing pleasure, it would be a great 
thing for the youth of the country 
to make “dates” with books! “This 
is my night for reading,” should be 
an answer, with many, to invita- 
tions that can wait. 

The habit isn’t hard to acquire, 
and they’ll get it that way: 

Books—especially those of the 
old masters of literature—stand on 
many a library shelf with an aston- 
ishingly bright look as to their 
covers; and the reason for their 
fine appearing may frequently be 
traced to the fact that—the house- 
maid dusts them! 

Otherwise, they may rest undis- 
turbed, perhaps with the best liter- 
ature in the world between their 
covers. 

The latest sensational novel goes 
the rounds, and so great is the de- 
mand for it that it never has time

that high company! 
And it may be added that you

We need light reading as well as 
any other sort, but it should not be 
at the expense of the greater kind. 
Well-advised selection is what 
counts. 

But book-lovers are many, of the 
substantial reading type, and super: 
ficial readers may well learn of 
them to get the reading habit they 
so much need. 

“At the sign of the bookshop” is 
one of the best places in the world 
to halt, and stage an interview with 
the book-seller, and get an intro- 
duction—not only to the new good 
things in literature, but to the 
friendly old books that have blest 
the world with rare reading.

AS TO “CRIME NEWS.” 

On the expressed theory that 
“publication of sensational news of 
crimes does not in any manner 
bénefit the public, 
ways tends to lower the moral tone 
of the cgmmunity,” O. E. Ohmstede, 
the new mayor of El Centro, Cal., 
has instructed his chief of police 
“to suppress all news of arrests 
and crimes,” we are told by a dis- 
patch from the little Imperial val- 
ley city. 

Without knowledge as to the 
character and temperament of the 
newspapers and population of 
southern California—other than 
that they are American, through 
and through—our opinion is that 
Mayor Ohmstede is paving the way 
for unpleasantness for himself, and 
has set his chief peace guardian a 
task that will prove mighty diffi- 
cult to perform. : 

He will find, very probably, that 
it is one thing to order the muz- 
zling of the press, but quite an- 
other to muzzle it, 


He may say he is going to censor 
the news, or instruct one of his sub- 
ordinates to do so; but unless E] 
Centro is vastly different from 
other American communities, tak- 
ing them as the run, its public is 
going to require its newspapers to 
furnish them with the news—news 
about murders and robberies and 
embezzlements along with that 
about weddings, receptions and 
high school graduation exercises— 
the mayor’s orders to the contrary 
notwithstanding; and the public’s 
desire is law that takes precedence 
over a public servant’s personal 


i 
ukase. 


Publicity, as everybody ‘who 
thinks and who has _ observed 
knows—and no one is more con- 
scious of it than are the crooks 
and criminals themselves!—is the 
greatest deterrent to crime there 
is in the world. It is the one thing 
most dreaded by criminals or 
would-be criminals of every type 
and degree.

A “GAS” SUBSTITUTE. 

Considerable interest has been 
aroused by the recent announce- 
ment of the discovery of a new type 
of alcohol which is said to be pecu- 
liarly adaptable for use as a sub- 
stitute for gasoline as a source of 
power. ‘ 

The qualities and alleged possi- 
bilities of the liquid were explained 
by Professor McKee, of Columbia 
university, before the convention of 
the American Chemical society, in 
St. Louis, Mo., the other day, the 
professor expressing hig belief that 
it wohld greatly reduce the cost of 
operating motor vehicles and sta- 
tionary machinery driven by power 


produced from internal combustion 


engines, 

According to Professor McKee, 
the new alcohol is made from wood, 
obtainable in commercal quantity 
from the sugar in pulp mill waste. 
It is, he said, usable as grain alco- 


hol for many purposes—other than ' 


human “internal combustion,” of 
course—and, mixed with kerosene 
and benzol, it forms a power fuel 
that is vastly superior to gasoline. 

It is claimed for this mixture, 
which the Columbia scientist said, 
has been used successfully in Nor- 
way and Sweden, that it affords 
more mileage per gallon than does 
gasoline, and does not form carbon 
in the cylinders, hence greatly min- 
imizes the upkeep cost of the en- 
gine. 


In the opinion of some of the 
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and in many. 
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vestigated and experimented with 
the new liquid its merits justify all 
that has been said in its behalf, and 
will go a long way toward relieving 


the gasoline scarcity, which is rap-| 


idly appfoaching an acute stage 
throughout the world. 

Authorities are agreed that the 
time is not far distant when the use 
cf petroleum products power will 
have to be greatly curtailed unless 
some feasible substitute is found to 
relieve the strain upon the world’s 
oi] resources. 

That being the case, as comman 
scose tells us it is, the development 
of this new source of fuel power, 
whatever it may lead to, will be 
watched with intense ‘and hopeful 
interest by scientists, manufactur- 
ers and the public in general. 


BERRY CULTURE. 

Georgia is nt realizing the 
profit that it should from its pecu- 
liar adaptability to berry culture. 

There are hundreds of thousands 
of acres of Georgia” land that un- 
doubtedly could be made to yield 
tremendous returns if devoted to 
the growing of the various types 
of berries, and berry culture should 
be adopted as a “side-line” on 
every farm. 

An indication of the profit there 
is in this product ig furnished by a 
statement made recently to the 
Portland Oregonian by Frank J. 
Miller, president of the Albany, 
Oregon, chamber of commerce, 
that “an offer of twelve cents a 
pound is made for all of the logan- 
berries that are offered the ca.- 
nery at Albany, and the manager 
informs me that at that price he 
will take 1,800 tons.” 

“We want,” Mr. Miller went on 
to say, “the berry growers around 
Sumner, Wash., who are selling 
their berry patches for $1,000 and 
$2,000 an acre, to come into tho 
Williamette valley and buy some 
of aur cheap land and put it out 
to berries, the way they did in 
Washington” — where, he might 
have added, the berry farmers are 
almost without exception growing 
richer at a rapid rate each year. 


‘Tt may be that the loganberry | Seturday. 


will not do well in Georgia, but 
other varieties, equally as high in: 
demand and as profitable to the 
grower—such, for instance, as the 
various species of blackberry, dew- 
berry, raspberry, strawberry, etc. 
—thrive luxuriantly here, some do- 
ing better in north, others in 
south, Georgia; and their culture 
is a source of rural wealth that 
has been too long neglected. 
With berries would come can- 
neries, preserving plants and de- 
hydrating establishments, to take 
all that the land would produce 
above the vast quantities that 
would find ready sale fresh in the 
retail market. And there is a con- 
stant and eager demanu for the 
canned vr otherwise preserved 
products of tae berry patch.

VOICE. 

Across the surface and deep into 
the heart of time and events has 
he power o* the human voice been 
elt. 


In the New Testament we read 
repeatedly about the voice of Jesus 
~how He stilled the waters with it, 
how He healed the sick and com- 
forted the sorrowing. And it was 
the voice of John the Baptist that 
cried in the wilderness and attract- 
ed great throngs to its hearing. 

The voice is the greatest medium 
by which your personality is felt. 

Napoleon was a man of few words 


“—but so magnetic was his voice 
that his maxims and commands 
were eens | grasped and obeyed. 
Where would the nameg of such 
men as Webster, Clay, Luther, 
Moody, Wendell Phillips, and a host 
of others, been engraved in history, 
had they not had added to their 
great talents that of a wonderful 
voice? 

The voice is Godd-given—but it 
may be man-trained. 

. There is no more valuable asset 
than that of a happy, clear, pleas- 
ant-sounding voice. Even a child 
is able to’ detect good or bad in a 
voice. 

. When you speak, you say what 
you are. 

Every day try to improve 
sound of your voice. Read beautti- 
ful and inspiring things—aloud to 
yourself, or to someone else. Culti- 
vate a low, distinct voice. A loud 
voice is not the voice of power. 

It isn’t always what you say, but 
how you say it, that measures peo- 
ple’s judgment. 

Say nothing except when you 

_have something that is worth say- 
ing. And then you will always be 
listened to when you talk—provid- 
ing you have so developed 

over your voice as to give the 
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Tomorrow we turn another leaf, 
sacred in our calenlar. We call it 
Memorial day; that is, a day of 


memories. Is it not well to ask our- 
selves the meaning of those memo- 
ries? For memories breathe inspi- 
rations. and out of inspirations are 
born ideals to lead the footsteps of 
future® generations.

High and holy ideals 
which once stirred men’s hearts to 
fhe accompiisiment of herolc deeds 
must be marked by memorial 
mounds, which tell the last resting 
place of those we love. Just hére 
is the tragedy of every war. As 
we stand by these graves, with ears 
strained toward the past, we catch 
the bugle «sil «cf the charge and 
the deep-mouthed roar of the ar- 
tillery, but ever mingled with this 
music of the battle is the minor tone 
of “Rachel weeping for her chil- 
dren.” 
What Might Have Been. 
One is tempted to stand beside 
“the graves of our confederate dead 
tomorrow and dream of what might 
have been. What might have been 
had these young lives, buried there, 
lived to fulfill the dreams of their 
youth If all the wealth of mind 
and culture interred in the sacred 
soil of Georgia had been centered 
upon the achievements of com- 
merce, concentrated upon the prob- 
lems of statesmanship, or freed for 
the accomplishment of aft; if all 
the sweetness and the gunshine im- 
orisoned in the darkness of these 
«raves could have been left to ful- 
fill its mission in the homes of our 
people; if all the passionate courage 
which dared danger to the portals 
of death could have been turned 
with the full tide of its Niagara 
force upon the wheels of southern 
progress, what might have been the 
story of our past? Yes, war is 
waste. Its terrors, its tears, its 
tragedy, is told in that irrevocable 
word, “waste.” 


The Test of War. 

But let it be remembered that 
war, like every great testing ex- 
perience, is a challenge to the worst 
and to the best in people’s life. 
A nation is not great because it 
fights, neither is it great because it 
does not fight. But when it does 
fight, its character is tried as by 
fire. The probing qyestions which 
test the moral fiber of the spirit 
are why and how did the nation 
fight? 

As we gather tomorrow in our 
Silent cities where sleep the sa- 


cred dust of our confederate ‘*sol- 
dier, memories as fragrant @s these 
April flowers will bloom into beau- 
ty. Here have they rested for half 
a century, the sacred silence broken 
only by the turgid tide of our riv- 
ers as they sweep like circling sen- 
tinels those verdant graves. These 
sacred rivers in tumbling torrents 
through our mountain passes roar 
a requiem like the music of their 
battles, then murmur in the quiet 
valleys below in minor cadences 
the story of their sorrow, but for- 
ever they go purling to the sea the 
prophecy of the ultimate triumph 
of their principies. 


The Heart of the Confederate. 
Let us strive again to test the 


quality of the confederate soldier 
and appraise the value of his con- 
tribution to his country. Not for 
a moment must we profane the day 
by attempting to revive the pas- 
sions. and the hatreds engendered 
by that fratricidal strife. There 
can be no helpfulness in the res- 
urrection of the social and political 
issues out of which was born that 
conflict. Nor is there need to stand 
beside those mounds with coarse 
braggadocio to boast of their prow- 
ess on the field of battle. But it is

He turned his back upon splendid 
careers in the army, navy, politics, 
commerce and art. and sacrificed 
a social 
world has ever dreamed. 


The preservation of slavery was

federate soldier. He fought for that 
which cannot be seen, nor heard, 
nor handled. That which nerved 
him to such splendid deeds of he- 
roism was nothing less than his 
dream of democracy translated into 
political terms of self-determination 
by independent states. 
The Stuff ef Heroes. 

After all, that which wins the ad- 
miration of the world is unselfish- 
ness. Heroism is not the willing- 
ness to kill, but to be killed for 
one’s principles. Thus shall we test 
our fathers. Never did men throw 
themselves with such abandon upon 
the altar of their convictions. War 
is horrid at its best. But this army 
fought a fair fight. and left a rec- 
ord clean of cowardice and blem- 
ished by no brutality. No pluh- 
dering left its ghoulish marks to 
mar the pathway of its march. No 
blackened ruins told the pathway of 
this army, and the moans of women 
an@ children did not echo in its 
wake.

heroism, and the next generation 
breathes the story of its banners 
into peetic song, translates its tri- 
umphs into permanent institutions, 
and builds upon its battlefields tem- 
ples of work and worship.

From War to Peace.

Those who survived 
that great war went back to the 
burned and blackened ruins of their 
civilization, not to moan over a dead 
past, but to translate into terms of 
peace that which they had failed to 
realize in war. | 

I thank God today that the polit- 
ical confederacy, which would have 
divided our beloved America. was 
defeated. But I thank God that out 
of that dreadful war the spirit of 
the confederate emerged  trium- 
phant to help make possible a 
greater America.

4 The Ruhr: 


Crippled Power Plant of a 
Broken Empire 


“The Ruhr basin was tne power 
plant of Germany's former indus- 
trial machine and mighty war en- 
gine, hence it is not surprising 
France should be suspicious of any 
movement which might lead to jock- 
eying by ‘Junkers’ to regain control 
there,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington headquarters of the 
National Geographic society, 

“The peace treaty stipulation 
that Germany must not construct 
fortifications within ‘50 kilometers 
to the east of the. Rhine’ loosens her 
absolute .control over one of the 
richesct céal fields in the shattered 
empire, over Ruhrert, which had the 
largest river harbor in Europe, over 
the once-busy factory cities along 
the Ruhr’s crooked course, and, 
above all, over Essen, city of the 
Krupp cast steel and cannons. 


“The confluence of the Ruhr and 
the Rhine was the geographic fac- 
tor in making Ruhrert, though only 


one-twelfth the size of our own 
Pittsburgh, comparable in ecomno- 
mie importance to that municipal 
child ‘of the Ohio and Allegheny 
rivers. The <etire region might be 
likened to western Pennsylvania. 


Ruhr Centuries Old. 
“Between the Rhine and the 
Ruhr is Duisburg, city of rolling 
milis, foundries and factories. Once 
this beehive of industry was a uni- 


versity town, and a grimy memerial 
fountain to Gerardus Mercator, lat- 
inized form of Gerhard Kremer, is a 
reminder that the inventor of the 
famous map projection method was 
associated with Cassander who, 
nearly four centuries ago, was com- 

issioned to found the University of 
Fntebuyhe Kremer was not a Ger- 
man, it should be noted, but a Flem- 
ish geographer who studied at Lou- 
vain. 

“But the crown jewel of the ‘kul- 
tur’ which drove the earlier culture 
of university life out of the Ruhr 


basin was Essen, Essen, te ex- 
perienced a transformation, for it 
originally was the site of a Bene- 
dictine convent, For three centu- 
ries preceding its incorporation into 
Prussia, Essen was governed by the 
Abbess, who became ex-officio, a 
princess. Duisburg is connected 
with the Ruhr by a canal. } 

“Though the Krupp works were 
founded in 1812, the year 1848 Saw 
them with only 70 employees. But 
with the advent of railways and 
cast steel guns the Krupp orks 
expanded rapidly and their Jobse- 
quent story is world-famous—or 
infamous—for their incubation of 
wars. 


“Mulhejm is a railway center, 
seven miles northwest of Essen, 


where convergence of rail and wa- 
ter routes brought an enormous 
traffic. Four miles east of Essen is 
another Ruhr river port, Steele, a 
mining town with iron and _ steel 
works, also noted for its fireproof 
bricks. 

Dusselderf’s Turbulent Histery. 

“Farther up the Ruhr is Witten, 
important not ehly for steel byt aiso 
for beer, soap ana chemicals/ With- 
in the area of the present disturb- 
ances, though it is on the Rhine, a 
scant five miles south of the Ruhr’s 
mouth, is Dusseldorf. This is one 
of the most pretentious cities in 
western Germany. It was bombard- 
ed by the Freneh in 1795, later was 
the capital of Berg when that state 
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empire because of their heavy pro- 
duction, but because they alone were 
accessible for water importaation 
of ores. A canal connected Dorf- 
mund a city of the Ruhr basin, with 
the Ems river. thus affording an 
outlet directly to the North Sea at 
Emden. . 


“A by-product of this develop- 
ment of water transportation to 


care for the coal mining and the 
attendant iron and steel industry, 
was the growth of textile manufac- 
tures. In cotton spinning the Ruhr 
basin held first place in Germany. 
Nearly a third of the spindles in 
the empire were located here. 


“The Ruhr wag made navigable 


from the Rhine to Witten, some for-— 


ty-three miles, by means of locks. 
Even then low water frequently 
hampered navigation.”

C ondition of Business 
In 6th Reserve District 


The monthly report on business 
and agricultural conditions in the 
Sixth federal reserve district, as 
issued Saturday by Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, federal reserve agent, in part 
is as follows: 

Fundamental business conditions 
have undergone no change of es- 
pecial note during the month just 
ended, both wholesale and retail 
trades holding up well. In some 
quarters there is a tendency to look 
for a lowering of prices in the com- 
ing months, but there is no evi- 
dence up to this time of any de- 
crease in those lines which enter 
into daily consumption, either in 
wearing-.apparel or food. 

“Overall clubs’\have been organ- 
ized in various cities to combat the 
high and increasing price of cloth- 
ing, and while the idea back of 
the movement is commendable, it 
is not probable there will be any 
appreciable decrease in prices of 
clothing or of food until the public 
generally become determined to 
wear the clothes they already have, 
and to buy only what is necessary 
for the table. 

The continued cold and wet 
weather has had a very damaging 
effect on the prospects for crops the 
eéming season. In all parts of the 
district excessive rains have prac- 
tically prevented all farm work; 
reports indicate that little, if any, 
preparation for the season’s activi- 
ties has been made, and the season 
is said to be from twenty to thirty- 
five days later than usual. This 
late preparation of the ground, and 
late planting of cotton, will add to 
the ravages of the boll weevil, and 
while in Alabama there appears to 
be a tendency to put more acreage 
in cotton this year than last, in all 
probability the crop produced in 
the district will be smaller than 
last year, when the acute shortage 
of farm labor is taken into consid- 
eration. Higher wages and shorter 
working hours in industrial pur- 
suits are rapidly depleting 
available supply of farm labor, and 
in spite of the increasing use of 
‘farm machinery, it is expected that 
much acreage will be left idle the 
coming season on account of the 
serious conditions obtaining in this 
respect. \

Reports indicate that in spite of 
bad weather, business for the 
month of March was considerably 
ahead of the same month last year, 
in practically all lines of whole- 
sale and retail trade. Buying in 
drygoods is being done only for 
current needs, and few orders are 
being placed for. future shipment. 

The shortage of cars has caused 


stocks of all grades of coal to be-, 


come practically depleted, and has 
prevented the shipment of any ape 
preciable quantities of coal.

No definite estimate can as vet | 
be made as to what “the cotton 
acreage in the states comprising 
the district will be. 

As a part of this report there is 
included a statement of receipts, 
shipments and stocks on hand of 
cotton at the ports of the district, 
and at important interior cotton 
centers. Stocks on hand are, with 
one or two exceptions, smaller than 
for the same time last year, while 
shipments in every case are larger 
Receipts are appreciably larger 
than last year, with two exceptions. 

The wheat crop is showing up 
badly in Tennessee, with possibly 
the smallest acreage sown in forty 
years. Much of Tennessee’s wheat 
was sown very late, ard failed to 
germinate. With the winter freezes, 
and with the Hessian fly in some 
localities in the earlier sowings, 
the crop emerged from the winter 
in a very low condition. In Georgia 
no fiy damage has been reported; 
fall sown grain came through the 
winter in good shape, the  fore- 
casted production for the state be- 
ing two and one-fourth million 
bushels. The growing condition of 
wheat in Alabama is shown by the 
field agent’s report to be 79 per 
cent of normal, as compared with 
82 per cent on December 1, 91 per 
cent a year ago, and the ten-year 
average of 96 per cent. Weather 
conditions during the winter have 
been unfavorable. The wheat acre- 
age in Mississippi is reported to 
have decreased, due to high prices 
for better adapted crops and un- 
favorable weather for planting. The 
condition of the crop is 82 per cent

To Be Encouraged © . 


“Justice must be done to both sides—tne employer and employee,” 
wton, of Savannah, in a recent address she made 
before a large assemblage of Chatham county women discussing thrift 
‘and the reduction of the high cost of living, when the angle of domestic 
freee brought into the discussion. 

‘While domestic servants are now asking very much higher wages 
_ than ever before and demanding fewer hours of work, she pointed out 
that it has to be realized that while the wages asked often seemed 
beyond reason, that prices are just as high for servants, that rents 
have gone up and that in every way they, too, have to deal with the 
increased cost of living: She said that very shortly pledge cards will 
be gotten out for all women who are interested in these questions, to 
sign and these cards will guarantee the signers will not pay more 
a certain wage for each kind of service, stating the hours and the wage, 
and that an increased numberof hours’ work will require an increase 
in pay. This, Mrs. Lawton said, would be the only way to remedy the 
service problem which each day seemed to increase. 
| The women of Georgia have organized for nearly everything under 
the sun except to help one anothér in the matter of regulating domes- 
tic service. The suggestion of Mrs. Lawton-is a very practical one 
through which they might stand to one another, and at the same time 
arrive at some understanding with the domestic eniployees who are get- 
ting very well organized among themselves. The*theory of organizing 
to protect themselves against the undue exactions of employees, strikes 
all women favorably, but when it comes to an agreement by which 
housékeepers might "protect-one another, they fail to organize. The 
truth is there is one phase of the problem women do not like to hear 
about and that is the ignorance on the part of so many housekeepers 
as- to how to keep house and, therefore, their absolute dependence 
upon the employee. | 

When a woman is absolutely dependent upon an employee and is 


‘not disposed to qualify herself as a housekeeper, she will hesitate 


about observing the pledge she would make if she organized with other 
housekeepers about regulating hours, wages, etc. She would fail in her 
agreement to assure herself ‘of the servant even if the latter was at 
the moment hired: to a neighbor. 

“When women begin to awake to their responsibility as directing 
the business of their homes on a conscientious basis—practising thrift 
and studying the methods of géod ‘housekeeping; when they begin to 
equip themselves better as housekeepers, then there will be a wonder- 
ful change in the housekeeping problem, and the admirable suggestions 
of Mrs. Lawton can be more surely carried out. The so-called ‘domestic 
service problem is one which is agitating the good women of all 
countries, and when women take hold of it intelligently they will be 
able to cope with the situation.

The efforts of Miss Mary Arthur, chairman of the bureau-of dietet- 
ics of the southern division of the Red Cross, to bring here for a series 
of lectures on nutrition and mothers’ classes the noted Dr. Emerson. 
of the Massachusetts general hospital, should be encouraged by the 
women of this section individually and in organizations. 

These classés are being established and taught in the larger cities 
of the east and west, and especially in those industrial centers where 
large numbers of the women work as well as in the agricultural dis- 
tricts.

Whatever modern education may do, for the better training of the 

child of the present to know how to take care of itself, one of the 
most direct ways of beginning this new phase of education is through 
the grown-ups—the mothers of today—for whom these classes in nutri- 
tion are designed, and women taught how to take hold now of the 
feeding problem. : 
q Investigations have proven that in many communities where people 
are poorly nourished they are earning enough to warrant their being 
properly nourished, but they do not know what food they need, how to 
buy it, and how to prepare it. 

Dr. Emerson has devised a curriculum of study through classes 
which are possible of broad and far-reaching influence, and his coming 
to Atlanta will be subject of vital interest. The United States depart- 
ment of agriculture is indorsing and aiding the movement. 

Miss Arthur is asking the*co-operation of the Atlanta chapter of 
the Red Cross, the Fulton County Medical association, the Federation 
of Women’s clubs, the central social agencies of Atlanta, the nurses’ 
organizations, the state health department, and the employers of large 
numbers of industrial people. The first contribution made to the 
launching of the movement was that of.the.Fulton Bag and. Cotton 
mills, the amount of $250.

South’s Women 
Practising Thrift. 


“The wumen of the south are be 
sinning to apply the principles «of 
thrift and suvings in a substan- 
tial way.” states Silas W DUavis, 
directcr of thnift and W. S. S. of the 
United States treasury depurtment, 
recently returned from Washinzgien, 
where he attended a conferenc2 of 
the thrift directors of the other fad- 
eral districts. 

“I find thar the experience of the 
thrift workers in the south 1s sim- 
ilar to that of the directors fiom 
ther dis*r:cts which was that at 
first tht wtrk in the womens di- 
visions’ was of slow progress. 

“Whereas the women were evi- 
dently interested in the theor.es of 
the movement, they were slow .put- 
ting it in to ‘angible practise They 
talked about it in thelr organiza- 
tions, they endorsed every phase of 
it, aud were invaluable in the pub- 
licity they gave to it in many ways, 
but they were slow In actually sav- 
ing in the sense of crganizing .hrift 
clubs. or buying governmen: Sse- 
curities with their savings: 

A Time of Play. 

“The truth is the women of the 
hation were hard worked during 
thé period of the war.” cuntinued 
Mr. Davis, “and, thouga from a 
comparative standpoint, they did 
not not make the sacrifices or suf- 
fer the deprivations of tha women 
of Turope, they dideverything they 
were asked to do, in @very depart- 
nent of war work, whether ‘'t was 
the sale or purchase of liberty 
honds, conservation of food, or con:

A Reaction. 


“But about January it was evi 
dent that reaction was beginning to 
come to the women. The edu 
tional work of the district tnrift 
directors and their co-workers was 
beginning to bear in upon the wo- 
men and as individuais and in vor- 
ganizations, they began to see 
thrift and war savings as a part of 
their program, and even to take it 
on in their daily life calendar. 

“This was and is to be seen tn 
the recognition they are -ziving to 
the family budget and its relation 
to better living. They are begin- 
ning to see thrift means getting 
the value of your money tnrer.gh 
judicious purchasing and tncy are 
meeting with the actual result of 
savings by the account to their cred- 
it with their bankerts. 

“With this is eoming naturally 
the desire to invest savings to thr 
best advantages, and already in the 
sixth federal reserve district, wo- 
men are beginning to see the saf-- 
ness of government securitics as 
an investment. 

Thrift Movement. 

“In the thrift movement among 
the women of the south there has 
been more than the mere play -t'me 
and celebration after the war. to 
‘enter into their delay in the prac- 
tise of thrift, the keeping of a 
household budget and the savings 
for investment, for tradition enter- 
ed upon it. The average women >»! 
the south have lived a iong time 
under the shelter system.. To them 
has not been entrusted the business 
management of the home and its 
affairs and though no one can evar 
discount the brave struggle the wo: 
men of the south made after ‘he 
confederate war—taking hold by 
Gelicate hands the household work 
and family support and the ‘econo- 
mies many of them were suddeniy 
called to practise, they were not en- 
couraged or train dad for financial re- 
sponsibilities. 

“It was something entirely new

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The “Miracle” of “Our 
Lady of Tears” and 
the Strange Prophecies 


of Mme. de Theleme 
Regarding Occult Sci- 
ence and Superstitions

The courts of Bordeaux have recently been en- 
gaged in a strange case. The complainant bears 
the picturesque title of the Archimandrite of 
Syria, Mgr. Sapounghi, who is supposed to have 
been in communication with the devil. The de- 
fendants accused by the Archimandrite are four 
men of humbler title—a broker, the leader of an 
orchestra, an inspector of police, and an insurance 
agent. These five men present as mysterious and 
weird a drama as France, a country of dramatic 
court cases, has witnessed for the generation. 

The heroine is Mme. Mesmin of Bordeaux. 

Not long ago she went on a pilgrimage to the 
celebrated Virgin of Lourdes, and brought back 
with her a colored plaster image of the Virgin. 
She was found the next day in her apartment in 
a condition of nervous collapse, and when she 
could speak stated that the statue had poured 
out tears which gave forth a marvelous perfume. 
This “miracle” was published all over France un- 
der the title of “Our Lady of Tears.” But the 
ecclesiastical authorities were skeptical, and by 
an order of the Archbishop this image was taken 
away from her and placed in a Franciscan con- 
vent. Mme. Mesmin purchased in its place an- 
other sacred figure, and, astounded by a second 
miracle, she appealed to (Mgr. Sapounghi, since 
the Archimandrite of Syria happened to be at that 
time in France. ‘i 

The Syrian prelate answered her appeal, took 


up his residence in Mme. Mesmin’s apartment, 


seriously pursuing his inquiry. 

According to Mme. Mesmin’s statement, the 
plaster Virgin soon had had enough of the society 
of the prelate, and begged her to separate it from 
this searcher of the truth. Mme. Mesmin obeyed, 
and the Archimandrite went to Nantes. No soon- 
er had he gone than there began a series of 
frightened visitations. She learned by means of 
a revelation that men in the bondage of Satan 
wished to assassinate her. She consulted people 
supposed to be initiated in the mysteries of devil 
worship, .

In spite of the strangeness of her story, there 
seems to be considerable material evidence. Fur- 
thermore, on the day of the depatture of the 
Archimandrite she stated that he kissed her. A 
wound appeared the next day, and a surgeon ac- 
tually discovered a tooth, which. of course, was 


immediately attributed to her visitor. Strange , 


visions assailed her. ‘Night and day the eyes of 
Mer. Sapounghi watched her. She’ finally called 
together four of her friends, who are now on trial 
at Bordeaux. 


Believing that Mgr. Saphounghi was in 
league with the devil, they went to his apart- 
ment, and without amy explanation to him 
gave him a frightful beating, with the sole 
aim, as they stated, of driving out the demon. 
The devil doubtless departed, but left Archi- 
mandrite desperately bruised. As soon as he 
recovered he brought suit against the aggres- 
sors. In preparation for the trial, Mme. 
Mesmin has prepared a formidable accusa- 
tion against the priest, stating that he had 
daily pronounced the weird formulas of the 
Black Mass in her apartment, and had made wax 
figures which he pricked with needles, thus bring- 
ing about the death of his enemies. 

Absurd as the trick may seem, # returns to 
one of the most fearful of mediaeval beliefs, when 
there ‘was an almost umiversal credulity con- 
cerning the actual relations of men with the dewil. 
The “Black Mass,” a terrible perversion of the 
actual religious function of the Ohurch, enacted 
with all kinds of unbelievably vile practices, was 
maintained by unfortunates who believed them- 
selves possessed by the devil’s will. The making 
of wax statues to represent enemies, which were 
then pierced to bring about their death, was a 
common feature of sorcery, as was the incident 
of the tooth. 

in the peaceful little village of Neauvain, situ- 
ated on the former Franco-German frontier, a 
miraculous event has occurred which has raised 
the credulity of the countryside to believe that 
the Virgin was appearing in their midst. It is 
stated that frequently the image of the Virgin 
has been seen by thousands of observers for peri- 
ods of half an hour at a time above the trees 
fore the parish church.

Paris journals have investigated the matter.

The mystic utterances of the Pythoness have pen- 
etrated to every corner of the land. Men and 
women come to her with reverence and belief for 
solution of their problems. She numbers lofty 
9ersonages among her adherents, and her power 
seems to be steadily growing. She is in herselé 
an interesting and fascinating figure, an emblem 
of the Middle Ages brought to date, a,no less 
valuable index of the present hysteria than the 
return of soreerers and sacred visitations. 

She is of the more modern school of

HE opinion cccigeatt prevails,

It is im- 
probable that any one nation coulf 
have won the naval war; that was a 
task which defmanded not only that 
we should all exert our fullest en- 
ergies, but that, so far as it was hu- 
manely possible, we should exert 
them as a unit. 

It was the duty of the United States 


above all nations to manifest this 
spirit. We had entered the war late; 


we had entered it in a condition of 
unpreparedness; our naval forces, 
when compared to those which had 
been assembled by the allies, were 
small; we had not been engaged for 
three years: combating an enemy 
using new weapons and methods of 
naval warfare. It was not unlikely 
that we could make some original 
contributions to the allied effort; in- 
deed, we early did so; yet, it was 
natural to “ suppose that the navies 
which had been combating the sub- 
marines so long understood that game 
better than we did, and it was our 
duty to assist them in this work, 
rather than to operate independently. 
WE HAD TO BECOME PART 

OF AN ESTABLISHED SYSTEM. 

Indeed, this question as to whether 
any particular one of our methods 
might be better or might be worse 
than Great Britain’s was not a prac- 
tical one. The point was that the 
British navy had developed its own 
method of working ‘and that it was a 
great “going concern.” The crisis 
was so pressing that we simply did 
not have the time to create a separate 
force of our own; the most cursory 
examination of conditions convinced 
me that we could hope to accomplish 
something worth while only by play- 
ing the game as it was then being 
played, and that any attempt to lay 
down new rules of our own would in- 
evitably decrease the effectiveness of 
our co-operation, and perhaps result 
in losing the war. We can even ad- 
mit for the sake of argument, that 
the Americans might have created a 
better Organization than the British; 
but the question of improving on their 
methods or of not improving on them, 
was a point that was not worth con- 
sidering; long before we could have 
developed an efficient independent 
machine the war would have come to 
an end. 

It was thus our duty to take things 
as they were, to plunge immediately 
into the conflict and to make every 
ship and every man tell in the most 
effective way and in the shortest pos- 
sible time. Therefore I decided that 
our forces should become, for the pur- 
pose of this war, virtually a part of 
the allied navies; to place at the dis- 
posal of the allies our ships to rein- 
force the weak part of their lines; to 
ignore such secondary conditions as 
national pride; naval prestige and 
‘personal ambitions; and to subordi- 
mate every other consideration to that 


of pr OR the Hun. I have already 


described how, in distributing our 


subchasers, I practically placed them 
at the disposal uf the allied council; 
and this represents the policy that 


was followed in all similar matters. 


LONDON’S 
ADVANTAGES. 

The naval high commands were lo- 
cated at Washington, London,, Paris 


and Rome. Necessarily London was 
the headquarters of the naval war. 
Events which had long preceded the 
European conflict had ‘made this 
choice inevitable. The maritime de- 
velopment of four centuries had pre- 
pared London for the role which she 
was now called upon to play. From 
all over the world navy and maritime 
information flowed to this great capi- 
tal as though in obedience to the law 
of gravity. Even in peace times Lon- 


don knew where every ship in the 


. world was at any particular time. All 


other machinery for handling this 
great mass of detail was necessarily 
accumulated in this great. city. 
Lloyds’, the world’s headquarters for 
merchant shipping, had now become 
practically a part of the British ad- 
mirability. 

In, this war the matter of informa- 
tion and communications were su- 
premely important. Every decision 
that was made and every order that 


was issued, even those that were the 
least consequential, rested wWpon com- 


plete information which. was obtain- 
able, in time to De useful, only in Lon- 
don. I could not have made my head- 
quarters in Washington, or Paris, or 
Rome because these cities could not 
have furnished the. military informa- 
tion which was needed as a prelimi- 
nary to every act. For the same rea- 
son I could not efficiently control the 
operations of all our forces from 
Queenstown, or Brest, or Gibralter; 
the staff controlling the whole .had 
necessarily to be located in London, 


‘and the tactical commands at these 


other bases must be exercised by 
subordinates. : 

The British placed aH their sources 
of information and their communica- 
tions at our disposal. They literally 
opened their doors and made us part 
of their organization. I sat daily in 
consultation with British naval chiefs 
and our officers had access to all 
essential British information just as 
freely as did the British naval offi- 
cers themselves. On the day of my 
arrival Admiral Jellico issued orders 
that the Americans should be shown 
anything which they wished to see. 
With all this information, the most 
complete and detailed in the world, 
ceastantly placed at our disposal, and 
a spirit of confidence and friendship 
always prevailing which has no paral- 
lel in history, it would have defeated 
the | whole purpose of our participa- 
me in the-war had the American 
high command taken up its head- 
quarters anywhere exeept in London.

Moreover, there was an atmospher® 
in the London admiralty which made 
a strong appeal to any one who is 
interested in naval histqgy. Every- 
thing about the place is reminiscent 
of great naval achievements. The

actly the same now, even in its fur- 
nishings, as it was in Nelson’s time. 
The same old wood carvings hang 
over the same old fireplace; the table 
which is used is the identical one 
at which Nelson must have sat many 
times, and the very “silver inkstand 
which Nelson used was used by his 
successors in this war. The portrait 


of this great naval chieftain looked 


down upon us during our delibera- 


tions. Above.the fireplace is pafnted 
a huge compass, and about the center 
of this swings an arrow. This was a 
part of the admiralty equipment of 
a hundred years ago, though it has 
no usefulness now except® a_ senti- 
mental one. In old days: this arrow 
was geared to a weather vane on the 
roof of the admiralty, and it constant- 
ly showed to the chiefs assembled in 
the council room the direction of the 


wind—a matter of great importance 
in the days of sailing shipps. : 
METHOD OF 

CONTROL. 


All general orders and plans con- 
cerning the naval operations of Brit- 
ish and American forces came from 
the admiralty, and here officers of 
my staff were constantly at work: The 
commanders-in-chief at the various 
bases commanded the combined Brit- 
ish and American ships based on those 
ports only in the sefse that they car- 
ried out the general instructions and 
policies “which were formulated in 
London. American forces could be is- 


sued to the commanders-in-chief only 
after American headquarters in Lon-

don had vised shade Thus the Ameri- 


can staff held the ultimate command 
over all the American forces which 
were based in British waters. The 
same Was true_of those at Brest, Gi- 
braltar and other stations. The com- 
manders-in-chief executed them and 
were responsible for .the manner in 
which the forces were used.-in com- 
bating the enemy. 

The operations of which I was the 
commander extended over an immense 


area. The Plymouth and Queenstown 


forces represented only a part of the’ 
ultimate American naval strength in . 


European waters and not the most 
important part; before the war ended

destinations, or to slow down convoys 
or to make any number of decisions 
based on new information; naturally 
only the center of intelligence, the 
admiralty office, could serve as a 
clearing house for such operations.

was precisely the same as that of 
Generals Haig and Pershing; I had 
to maintain a great headquarters in 
the rear, but to depend upon subordi- 
nates for the actual execution of 
orders.

“Even in these times of turmoil 
and contention, there is still one day 
when a man may not only play the 
fool, but his friends are privileged 
to give him a headlong push down 
‘fools’ hill.’

“Some writers trace the custom 
back to the days of the miracle plays 
given at Easter time. One of the 
most popular tableaux satirized An- 
nas, Calaphas; Pilate and Herod. In 
the decadent days of ‘these dramas 
actors played largely for the amuse- 
ment and applause of the ground- 
lings, until Herod, in outeHeroding 
himself, and Pilate, in the perform- 
ance of his ablutions, literally made 
fools of themselves. 

“A ‘feast of fools’ was held in the 
early spring by the Romans, and the 
Hindus, since immemorabBle,

Memorial Day, I have thought it might 
be permissible for me to publish a 
“memorail address” to my old com- 
rades and to those who keep alive the 
memories and patriotic impulses of 
the days of the 60's. 

As many of my comrades know, I 
served in Virginia with the Second 
Corps. Though I was in the cavalry, 
my command was a part of Jackson’s 
old corps—at last under Early and 
Gordon. Many stories were current in 
the command about our old leader 
when |] joined. Among others, I re- 
member how, when he was retreating 
up the valley before Banks, Shields 
and Fremont in 1861, the people of 
Winchester, standing on the streets 
as he passed, hurled at him the epi- 
thet of “coward” and “poltroon.” It 
was said that he did not reply in any 
way. Dressed in the commonest Con- 
federate clothes, wearing an old slouch 
hat, he only bent a little lower in 
bis saddle as he passed on his way. 
A short time afterwa:ds his army 
came down the valley like a whirl- 
wind, driving the enemy before them 
in defeat and disaster, and he passed 
again through the streets the people 
of the same little town shouted out 
to him, “Hurrah for Old Jack; Hurrah 
for the Savior of the Valley.” No 
dastard was he, but he knew what 


he was doing. 
INVASION OF VALLEY. 


On@ of the poets of Virginia, de- 
scribing the situation, used these 
words when refei. ing to the invasion 


of the valley: 


“What need for despair—let the live 
surges roar 

And rush in their fury our fastnesses 
o’er, 

And threaten our beautiful valley to 

fill 


With rapine and ruln more terrible 
still; 

What fear we? See Jackson, his sword 
in his hand, 

Like the stern rocks around him, im- 
movable stand; 

The wisdom, the knowledge, the skill 
that he boasts, 

Sought ever from Him who is Leader 


of Hosts. 
“He speaks in the name of his God; 
Lo the tide; 
“The red sea of battle is seen to di- 
vide, 
The pathway fof victory cleaves the

And the foe is o’erwhelmed in a deluge 
of blood.” ; 
My colonel, i.. J. Ferguson, was a 
great admirer and friend of General 
Jackson. After the secona battle of 
Manassas, he was sitting at the table 
with him one day and asked him this 
question: “Ge.eral, what would you 
have done at the secord Manassas if 
General Lee had not been able to get 
through Thoroughfare Gap and make 
a junction with you after Pope had 
massed his army against your corps?” 
The general answered immediately, 
“TI would have fallen back Into Mary- 
land ‘and awaited reinforcements.” 
The account of this conversation went 
all through the army. 
My comrades will remember that 
General Jackson had penetrated to the 
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rear of General Pope’s army and that 
the latter, with some seventy thous- 
and men, had faced about ard was pre- 
paring to attack, telegraphing to 


Washington that he would “crush 
an egg in the hand.” Jackson had 


Jackson in the morning as ore crushes 
only eighteen thousand men, and at 
Harrison’s Landing General McClel- 
lan was camped near-by with an army 
greater than Jackson’s, in addition to 
that of Pope’s. So it was a delicate 
situation, and it is possible that Jack- 
son would have had no other recqurse 
but to “fall back into Maryland” if 
Lee had not come up in time, 


STONEWALL BRIGADE. 

The Stonewall Brigade had been 
trained by General Jacksun and he 
exhibited a great interest in every 
soldier connected with it. After his 
death the memory of his care and his 
pride in the command made it in 
many ways a very peculiar and won- 
derful part of the army. I have often 
said that I could recognize the brigade 
in battle by the way it kept up its fir- 
ing. It had a peculiar method all 
its own. Every man had been taught 
to aim: his gun at something and the 
steady roll was different {jm that of 
any other portion of the army, so I 
felt that I could go to it? even at night, 
on any past of the line, simply by the 
sound. 

On one day in the valley when we 
had been marching until everybody 
was nearly tired out, the enemy sud- 
denly attacked, and the brigade threw 
itself into line, the front rank kmeel- 
ing to let the ro2ar rank fire over it. 
As I stood at the head of the column 
I saw the face of a man next to me, 
who was kneeling in the front: rank, 
suddenly turn perfectly pale, as his eye 
glanced through the sights of his gun. 
The dust of the long march had set- 
tled on his face until it was caked 
with mud and perspiration, but I! 
could see the pallor rising to his fore- 
head even under the mud. We drove 
the. enemy back, and as he rose I 
asked him why it was that he turned 
so pale. He said, “I don’t know, sir, 
why it is I always feel queer when I 
first begin to fire. But,” as a smile 
came into his face, “I reckon you didn’t 
see it any more after I shot the first 
time, did you? And I didn’t. He had 
been in a hundred batties before this. 
. It was a great corps, and when the 
old commander had gone he left his 
spirit with it, and Early and Ewell 
and Gordon only represented the 
great leader whose valor and strategy 
have made his name famous through- 
out the world. I think his spirit 
watched over the corps to the end of 
the war—as it was the last to sur- 
render at Appomattox. 


Colonel Ferguson of the Sixteenth. 


Virginia, to whom I have referred, 
was, I believe, the bravest man I ever 
saw. At Port Republic I saw him ride 
along the line while twenty pieces of 


artillery, not r-ore than five hundred 
yards away, were hurling grape and 


canister at him, yet there was not 
the movement of a muscle in his face 
or his body that could be seen. One 
day he undressed himself in the tent 
in my presence. He had a knack of 
getting wounded in almost every fight, 
and when he called me up, I saw on 
his person, it seemed to me, nearly a 
hundred wounds all in front. He said, 
with a smile, “I’m afraid they'll get 
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me after a while,” but they didn’t. 

I loved him beyond all human ex- 
pression. In one of our fights in Penn- 
sylvania I went into a burning book- 
store and got a great number of vol- 
umes, among others, “The Rambler,” 
“The Spectator,” Milton’s complete 
works, Shakespeare’s complete works, 
and a number of others. I used to 
read these aloud to the colonel as 
we rode at the head of the column 
through Maryland and Pennsylvania. 
The doctors did not hesitate to tell me 
that it would destroy my eyesight, 


but they were simply mistaken for my 
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where Colonel Graham could be found. 
Before the officer of the Sixteenth 
could reply, one of the Seventeenth 
answered, “IT saw him a while ago, 
standing in a fence corner, holding 
the whole Yankee army at bay with 
like him.

Our little adjutant, James P. Whit- 
man, is still alive. He was only about

OUR BOYS IN FRANCE. 

And the, boys of 1918 in France; the 
spirit of the old heroic leaders, Con- 
federate and Union, accompanied 


‘hin ye dere them in battle, hov- 
ering about them in the shell-torn re- 
doubts of St. Mihiel, leading them in 
the trenches of Chateau Thierry, and 
in the blood-stained passes of the Ar- 
gonne, animating the:. descendants 


with the same courage and the same 


patriotism that gave birth to the most _ 


unparalleled history of daring endea- 
vors that ever challenged the admira- 
tion of men. 

Every soldier inthe American army 
in France was a hero, because the 
blood of heroes was in his veins, or the 
record of American achievement was 


before his eyes, to lead anc inspire. 


One of our old: soldiers asked me 
if the leaders of the army in France 
could compare with Gordon and Jack- 


gon and Lee and other southern com- 


manders. I answered unhesitatingly 


that the same strength and power was 
there in the brains of these men, and
